Scheme Would Have U.S. 


Make Direct Gift of 


20 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4— (AP)— 


A direct subsidy plan for stimulat- 
ing housing through which $1,000,- 
000,000 of federal funds would be 
used in an attempt to put 34,000,- 
000.000 of private capital to work 
is receiving consideration in high 
administration quarters. 


The scheme now being studied 


would have the government make 
a direct gift of 20 per cent of a 
housing project 
The person re- 


ceiving the subsidy then could ob- 
tain an 80 per cent loan on the 
remainder of the cost through the 
insurance guarantee method of the 
housing administration. 


An example of operation of the 


plan would be as follows: 


A man with a S500 lot wants to 


build a $5.000 house on his prop- 
erty. 
The government after in- 


vestigation through housing ad- 
ministration machinery would ad- 
vance 20 per cent of the S5.000, 
or SI.000. 
With the insurance 


guarantee of the housing admin- 
istration behind him, the borrower 
then could obtain from a bank or 
other lending agency a loan of 80 
per cent This would mean a loan 
of S3.600. putting the housing cost 
and the value of the lot together 
for a total of $4.500. 


This arrangement would re- 


quire the borrower to put up only 
S400 in cash in addition to his lot 


Supporters of the plan say this 


operation would not interfere with 
private fields of finance or real 
estate and would get away from 
the 100 per cent direction out of 
Washington which direct federal 
building would entail 


The 20 per cent subsidy •was 


said to be enough to make up the 
difference between present rental 
levels and construction costs.

In that report the regents said, 
"Employment

that the erection of a university 
library may be wise at this time " 


The 31-page report mailed out 


by the library committee of the 
senate does' not go into the de- 
tails of cost, location or type of 
construction, but points out 
the 


general situation 
It is 
under- 


stood, however, that the commit- 
tee favors a building which may 
be 
expanded without 
loss of 


architectural harmony, to be lo- 
cated at about Thirteenth and R 
streets, and to cost about $1,000,- 
000. 


Have 285.820 Booki. 


In studying the library situa- 


tion the committee finds that the 
general library of the university 
contains 285,820 volumes distrib- 
uted m 27 places on the various 
campuses. This, according to the 
report, includes some 22,500 vol- 
umes in basement storage rooms 
that are inaccessible to patrons, 
and several thousand volumes in 
departmental libraries that are 
locked or without supervision or 
m offices or seminar rooms. An 
additional 20,000 to 30,000 vol- 
umes are not catalogued in the 
main library, being regarded as 
departmental 
property. 
These 


books include those in the school 
of journalism, Langworthy-Taylor 
library, Howard library, geology, 
conservation and lurvey, and uni- 
versity extension. 


Fire Hazard Serious. 


"The fire hazard of the library 


is serious," 
states this 
report, 


which also points out that some 
of the largest and most valuable 
collections are housed in struc- 
tures that are among the most 
perishable on the campus. 
The 


main library building is included 
in this group. 


"An important consideration of 


the present housing of the library 
is the 
lack 
of proper reading 


room facilities," reads the report. 
"A building of simple design, but 
with the best facilities for the ex- 
peditious handling of books, with 
inviting reading 
rooms, 
special 


seminar and research rooms, pri- 
vate cubicles which can be as- 
signed to the exclusive use—even 
for a limited time—of members of 
the faculty or graduate students," 
is the vision of the library com- 
mittee. 


In the opinion of the 
faculty 


who 
replied to a questionnaire 


representatives of but three de- 
partments were of the unanimous 
opinion that the library facilities 
were adequate for their under- 
graduate needs, representatives of 
26 departments were agreed un- 
animously that facilities are in- 
adequate, and >. nine other depart- 
ments were not agreed. 


Development of the university 


library so that it will serve as the 
library of the entire state is sug- 
gested. 
"An extension by the 


university 
library of service of 


this nature to the entire state 
constitutes one of the greatest op- 
portunities which has ever come 
to the university," reads the re- 
port. 


"While Nebraska 
expends on 


library service $13.26 per student, 
Missouri spends $1419 per stu- 
dent, Kansas spends $16.37 per 
student, Minnesota spends $21.89 
per student,

Labor Board Ruling 


In Newspaper Case 


Faces a Challenge 


Dr. Pease, Prophet of Abstinence, 


80 Years Old and Still Objecting 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 


— The national labor 
relations 


board has ruled it can exercise 
jurisdiction over disputes involv- 
ing newspaper 
guild 
activities 


and the ruling has 
been 
chal- 


lenged by Howard Davis, presi- 
dent of the American Newspaper 
Publishers association. 


Davis, in a statement last night 


said the ruling was a "threat to 
a free press." The board had said 
arguments presented to it estab- 
ished the "untenable conclusion" 
that the constitution "confers up- 
on the newspaper business com- 
plete immunity from regulation to 
which publishers do not consent"' 


The ruling was given in the 


Dean S. Jennings case. Jennings 
complained he was forced to re- 
sign as "rewrite man for the San 
Prancisco Call-Bulletin because of 
lis activities in behalf 
of 
the 


newspaper guild, organization of 
editorial employes. 


The board, finding that the pa- 


cer had violated the recovery act, 
ruled yesterday that unless it of- 
'ered to reinstate Jennings with- 
in 10 days, it would be cited for 
blue eagle discipline and legal 
action. The paper, a 
William 


Randolph Hearst interest, was of- 
fered an opportunity to present 
testimony 
concerning 
Jennings' 


departure from his position. 


The paper contended the board 


could not hear newspaper cases. 
:t insisted 
the 
executive 
order 


creating the board, if apphed to 
he papers, would modify the code 
vithout the publishers' consent, 
contrary 
to 
the 
constitutional 


guarantee of a free press. 


"If this decision is accepted by- 


publishers who signed the code," 
Davis said, "it nullifies the free- 
dom of the press reservation in 
the daily newspaper code." 


•The board said: "What congress 


cannot do is to pass any law 
abridging the 
freedom 
of 
the 


press. Apart from this the news- 
>aper business stands on a foot- 
ng no different from that of oth- 
er industries."

she had dropped some jewels ear- 
lier in the evening and had- gone 
out on the sidewalk to wait for 
Ekchyar. When Ekchyar came out 
a loud quarrel ensued and two of

Before they got there, however. 
according to Ekchyar, he had been 
cracked on the head by

Chadwick's revlover. a long six- 
shooter which the French police 
described with awe as "a great big 
gun.''

ECHOES FROM COLORADO'S 


MOUNTAINS. 


USINESS is good in Colorado. 


From that state comes the echo of the greatest 


drouth in American history, with its blistering 
temperatures continuing on day after 
day, and 


taking a toll of human life while entailing general 
suffering and discomfiture. The blazing rays of 
the sun dumped 50 million dollars into the laps 
of the people of Colorado — money on the barrel — 
for the tourist pays as he goes. And that is the 
basis of a marked step toward recovery in that 
state. 


Naturally, it does not mean the end of Colora- 


do's troubles. 
By this time, at least, it is recog- 


nized that no single isolated community, no state, 
or no nation can wall itself off and say that it is 
on the 'high road to permanent security, while all 
around is ruin, desolation, and distress. That was 
the tragedy of the United States throughout all the 
years of the '20s. As a nation, we believed we 
could be prosperous while the rest of the world 
was facing bankuptcy. We found out differently. 
We discovered that while Canada, while Europe, 
while other sections of the world were beset with 
financial difficulties, we could not ignore that fact 
unless we were to pay, and as it turned out to be, 
through the nose. 


But people puzzled their brains over the steps 


by which recovery sets in. Here in a very. minor 
way is an example of it for a small portion of the 
country. The money spent by tourists in Colorado 
during the past summer stimulated trade. It pro- 
vided employment in the .first place. It furnished 
wages and salaries for large numbers. It went 
for foodstuffs, and for items of service in connec- 
tion with a vacation trip. 
And the story is not 


confined to Colorado solely. It was repeated in 
Minnesota, in a lesser degree in Michigan and 
Wisconsin, along the Atlantic seaboard, in the 
Adirondacks, and in the woods of Maine. It put 
a huge sum of money into circulation, 
nearly 


double that ordinarily spent for recreational pur- 
poses, and in doing that, it provided both work 


lows, or exile to Siberia, along with his family; 
and if he or she happened to possess any property 
it was confiscated. 


Yet all these hard measures failed to stamp out 


revolutionary agitation among the masses; indeed, 
they acted as fuel to the flames of revolt. As long 
ago as 1905 the czar's government was menaced 
by the outbreak of bloody riots in his capital; and 
only the intervention of the liberal Count Witte 
saved it from the people's wrath. In 1917 and 
1918 the flood of popular discontent and hatred of 
the rulers became irresistible, and Russia fell like 
a ripe apple into the lap of Lenin. The czar and 
his family were exterminated like rats and the 
whole social structure on which their empire rest- 
ed tell before the onslaught of the bolshevik horde. 


It is inevitable that a time of reckoning should 


come for the new tyrants of Russia. The reign of 
terror which they have brought will not last for- 
ever. Sooner or later the era of blood, rapine, and 
cruelty will be ended. It may take ten, twenty, 
thirty, or fifty years to bring Russia back to a 
state of humane civilization; but ultimately that 
will happen. 


IN DEFENSE OF COUNTRY. 
IT IS an important decision which comes from 


the supreme court at Washington, disposing of 


the vexatious problem of military 
drill in land 


grant colleges. By unanimous decision, the high 
court upheld the rule that every citizen must de- 
fend his government "against all enemies," and in 
this interpretation the court said that universities 
classified as land grant colleges could compel stu- 
dents enrolled to take military drill. 


Not an institution of any considerable size or im- 


portance in the country falling within this designa- 
tion has escaped controversy over making military 
training a requirement. Opposition to it came from 
two sources, one was from the youth who either 
personally had conscientious objections or whose 
parents protested. The other source of protest 
came from the pacifists, and it was charged fre- 
quently that a national organizatidn was carrying 
on the campaign throughout the country for the 
purpose of wiping out military training. 


The court's action terminates this long drawn- 


out fight. Hereafter, the active agitation to abol- 
ish military training as a requirement has no le-, 
gal standing. College presidents and college gov- 
erning boards will be free from the continual at- 
tack made upon them because of drill. 


In Nebraska, the problem has been acute. The 


attitude of the chancellor and of the board of re- 
gents is vindicated by the decision. It has been 
:he position of the governing authorities that under 
the regulations affecting land grant 
universities, 


they possessed no discretionary power. And the 
effect of the court's ruling is to affirm this posi- 
tion.

Nor was the tourist business the only item in 


Colorado's good fortune. 


For years, gold mining in that state languished. 


Old mining centers which have throbbed to the 
colorful rush of prospector and 
speculator and 


miner, later to become the ghost towns which in- 
spired many a glamorous story, are taking on new 
life. There isn't a vacant house in Cripple Creek. 
Mines long abandoned are being reworked for pre- 
cious metal, particularly gold, because of its in- 
creased demand. 
Silver %vorkings also have at- 


tracted fresh capital and new armies of recruits. 
There is a pecular significance in this renewed 
mining activity. 
It was the Klondike gold rush 


which broke the backbone of the depression start- 
ing with the panic of '1893. Every well established 
economist has suggested that if new 
discoveries 


and greatly increased production of gold were real- 
ized, the grip which has fixed itself upon all civil- 
ized countries would be broken. 


There is no need for a Pollyanna attitude in 


viewing the future. 


It fools no one today. There remain still meas- 


urable problems of a complexity and an import- 
ance to arouse the greatest respect But the fact 
remains America has made some progress. It is 
moving forward. Its outlook is much brighter than 
two years ago. As was pointed out recently, the 
old bugaboo of agriculture, which was called sur- 
plus production, has been eliminated. Its disap- 
pearance has been the signal lor rising prices. 
And it did not grow into the lusty colossus it was 
in a single year. It was the creation of a span of 
years covering, in all. slightly more than a dec- 
ade. We understand 
it better now. We know 


what the ultimate outcome in a battle with it must 
be. We know better how to avoid it 
And most 


of all, even though there still persists some of the 
spirit which produced it even it will not bring 
back the old situation within the next few years 
because it takes a. longer time to duplicate that 
particular folly. 


And these are measures of recovery—steps tak- 


ing place silently and quietly without warning and 
_T 


without general observance. They portend bet- 
ter days. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


significant news stories appeared in the 


newspaper Monday. One was from Scotts 


Bluff county, and was to the effect that twenty- 
five per cent more personal tax receipts had been 
issued in that county during 
the first 
eleven 


months of this year than were issued during the 
same months in 1933. It was further stated that 
only one-fourth of the taxpayers are taking advan- 
tage of the law enacted by the last legislature per- 
mitting taxes to be paid in installments. The 
treasurer said that business and salaried men are 
paying in installments, but farmers as a rule are 
paying in lump sums. 


Then there was the story from the Lincoln post- 


office, showing that postal savings on December 1 
had increased to the extent of $300,000 over the 
same date in 1933 and were $15,000 greater than 
on November 1. It was stated that ninety-one new 
accounts were opened in November and that the 
total number of accounts is 421 greater than one 
year ago. More money orders were issued this 
year, but fewer were paid, which might indicate 
that local people were receiving less aid from rela- 
tives and were better able to help others. 


Then came the story from Washington disclosing 


the fact that up to November 1 total expenditures 
in Nebraska by the federal 
agricultural 
adjust- 


ment administration amounted to $36,432,566. This 
money went into the hands of farmers, who paid 
their taxes in full, while business and salaried men 
were paying theirs on the installment plan. They 
also paid other debts and bought merchandise, put- 
ting the millions which they had received into the 
channels of trade. 


In addition to this, those who sold corn received 


for it three or four times what it was selling for 
at the beginning of the year, having been enabled 
through the federal loans received, to hold it for 
the raise. This money also was put into circula- 
tion, and the relationship of these three stories is 
readily discernible. That the federal 
payments 


made to the farmers of the state had an effect upon 
postal business in Lincoln there can be not the 
slightest doubt That they are "reflected in the 
treasurers' offices is certain.

Arnholt Reports Milk 


Here Grades High. 


A draft of an ordinance re- 


organizing the public health ad- 
visory board, was approved by the 
board 
at the regular meeting 


Monday evening at the city hall, 
and will be filed with the city 
councy with the request that it be 
enacted. The board also approved 
the writing of a legislative bill 
that will allow the consolidation 
of the city and county health 
activities into a single unit. 


Under the provisions of the pro- 


posed re-organization the members 
of the board will be appointed for 
three years each, their terms over- 
lapping. This would prevent the 
possibility of the entire • member- 
ship, with the exception of the ex- 
officio members, being dropped at 
the same time. The present ordin- 
ance stipulates that they cannot 
serve more than two years. 


Milk Grades High. 


Superintendent Arnholt reported 


that records of milk grading re- 
veal that more than half of the 
distributors in Lincoln can qualify 
their rnilk as double A, if they 
desire. There has been a remark- 
able improvement in the quality 
of milk since the passage a few 
years ago of a regulatory ordin- 
ance, Dr. Arnholt said. From at 
least 150,000 bacteria to the cubic 
centemeter the average has 
dropped to not more than 30,000, 
the records show. 


The health department has been 


making a determined effort to 
eliminate unsanitary wells. Of 89, 
samples from which were tested, 
Dr. Arnholdt said, the water in 42 
was found to be unfit for use. Dr. 
Arnholt does not know how many 
private wells there are in the city, 
but he said 130 have been found, 
and his inspectors are still hunt- 
ing. 
Locating the contaminated 


wells, Dr. Arnholdt said, is in line 
with the departmental activity to 
gain a 100 per cent immunization 
of school children against small- 
pox and diphtheria. 


More rigid control is being taken 


over the sale of fresh meats. Kill- 
ing plants and coolers, as well as 
the 
retail 
shops are b e i n g 


thoroughly inspected, and a de- 
termined effort is under way to 
prevent the sale of meat without 
inspection.

Re-employment Fund 


Federal Appropriation for Bureau 


Maintenance Depends Upon 


Action of Legislature. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—(AP) 


—Nebraska's next legislature will 
face a request for an appropria- 
tion of $67,120 or more for the 
1935-37 bienmum to match federal 
funds in maintaining a public em- 
ployment service. 


F. V. Cornell, director of the 


national re-employment service in 
Nebraska, said today the appro- 
priation will be asked to permit a 
continuation after next July of the 
government's job seeking, job fill- 
ing agency. 


The re-employment service now 


is being operated in Nebraska en- 
tirely with federal funds, 
but 


Cornell said the government will 
withdraw next July 
1 unless 


matching state funds are provided 
or the next congress changes the 
present act for" federal employ- 
ment services. 


Cornell said the government ap- 


propriation for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1935, is $33,560 and 
the state must furnish an equal 
sum or more. The $67,120 appro- 
priation request would furnish the 
state's share for the two years for 
which t,he state legislature will 
appropriate funds. 


If the state should fail to fur- 


nish funds, Cornell said, the ques- 
tion of placing men on federal 
PWA jobs would be perplexing. 
Specifications require contractors 
to obtain their men from the NRS. 


Cornell is here for a conference 


of state NRS and U. S. employ- 
ment service directors with W. 
Frank Persons, director of the U. 
S. employment service, and other 
federal officials.
